NESS REPLIED THAT A CONFESSION: WAS NOT 


NECESSARY. 

Befure the questions were put 
to witness by Mr. Lo, Mr. M. A. 
da Silva, who is conducting the 
prosecution, asked that witness 
be csutioned with regard to his 
right, if he did not wish to, not 
to reply ta these questions, as he 
was. being held at Stanley as a 
‘war cyiminal suspect. 

Members of the Court ara Mr. 
Leo d’Almada_ e Custro (Pre- 
aldent), Major J. B. Kite and 
Majer C. F, Miles.

Laura Maria Yvanoyich, of 
17, Soares Avenue, Homuntin, 
anid she firat met Wong in July 
or August, 1943, when she waa 
introduced to him on a Star 
ferry, He inquired if her fa- 
ther were P. A. Yvanovich and 
she ssid he was, she asked him 
how he knew, “It 's my busi- 
ness to know, You'l! be bear- 
ing {rom me shortly,” she alleg- 
ed Wong replied, 

“A week later Wong came to 
our house when my father, mo- 
ther and brother were there 
with me,” she continued, “Wong 
aatd he was supposed to arrest 
my father, but aa he had been 
introduced to me he would only 
submit a report. He said a spy 
ving was active in Hong Kong 
and he wanted to know if my 
father knew who was connected 
with it, particularly Portuguese, 
ag he was out tq break it up. 

“In a family photograph in 
the dining room Wong noticed 
my brother-in-law, Bertie Go- 
anny, He told us to warn 
Rertic to be careful.  Ber- 
tle was then in Macao warking 
for the British Consulate. Wong 
naid that if they wanted any- 
one trem Macao all they had to} 
do wax to go and get them.

While the .mnin provisions are 
already acttled, it. is hoped that 
Mr. Hugh Dalton will. make some 
reduction in the entertainment tax 
on sport. Athlicties, - football of 
‘both codes, cricket and overy out- 
door and indoor sport Havo long 
since been pleading. with the 
Government to_case tze financial 
troubles that besct them. Their 
biggest bone of contention is that 
all athletics, sports and games 
aro taxed considerably higher 
than’ theatres and cinemas.-

Ardetan is 60 miles cast of Art- 
vin aid Kars 35 miles south- 
enst of-Ardahan, They dre the 
chief centres of the: tsvo districts 
which, together with the Batum 
district, were ceded to Russia 
by. Turkey, in 1878. In.1921 Rus- 
sia returned Kars ant Ardahan 
to Turkey, keeping Batum. 

Trere have recently been de- 
mands ‘in the Soviet press and 
by organisations of Armenians: 
abrond that Kars and Ardahon

Washington, April 8. 

‘Assurances that the world 
will not blow up ‘or the ocean 
evaporate during the forth- 
coming atomic bomb tests in . - 
the Pacific were given in a 
statement by two scientists to 


the task force conducting the 
experiment. - 


Dr. Edward Teller and Dr, 
Hy: A. Bethe, “atom experts act- 
ing as consultants, said that 
the explosions will be .*‘com- 
pletely localized”. 

Aiming, to. “dispel the feai 
which is growing in the minds 
of’ many Americans” they 
claimed it “impossible that such 
an experiment can cause pro- 
g£reasive disintegration of the 
sea water which would per- . 
petuate itself and result in the 
atomic explosion of the globe”. 

They calculated that the tem- 
perature of the water _sround 
the underwater bomb will be 
“comparatively ..low’ around 
1,006,000 degrees ‘against the 20,- 
000,000 in the centre of ‘the 
stars which are also abundant 
in the sume elements that sea 
water contains. — Avsociatyd,
